CALENDAR  1971 

U.S.  exports  of  "breeding  swine  in  calendar  1970,  according  to  official 
USDA  veterinarian  export  certificates,  totaled  15,529  head. 

Durocs  continued  to  lead  exports,  with  crossbreed  hogs  a  close  second, 
reflecting  a  continued  interest  in  crosses  of  U.S.  purebred  "breeds.  In 
North  America,  which  continued  to  he  the  best  market  for  U.S.  breeding 
swine,  Mexico  was  first,  with  3,093  head,  and  Canada  second,  with  2,855 
head.     A  new  interest  in  swine  production  in  Central  America  was  evi- 
denced "by  the  fact  that  Nicaragua  imported  1,359  U.S.  swine.  South 
American  countries  also  showed  interest  in  getting  into  the  swine  lousi- 
ness, with  Venezuela  Importing  635  U.S.  swine  and  3razil  197.     Japan  is 
attempting  to  build  and  improve  its  swine  herds,  importing  a  total  of 
905  U.S.  swine  in  1970. 

Texas  again  led  all  states  in  the  swine  export  business,  with  a  total  of 
5,768  head.  Indiana  ranked  second,  with  l,93l  head,  and  Illinois  third, 
with  1,1+20  head.
